Weekly Budget Gathered by Our 
Special Correspondent at Madison. 


Madison.—The total 
valuation 
of 


real estate In Done county was fixed 
by the county board at the sum of 
$75,207,401, which was determined by 
the committee on equalization. 
The 


report of the committee was chal- 
lenged by Supervisor Allen and others 
as an unfair assessment in many par- 
ticulars, and led to charges o£ favor- 
itism toward towns whose representa- 
tives are-members of the committee. 


The values were raised to the above 


figure over the assessment fixed by 
the assessors, which was $G1,405,OGS. 
Mr. Allen's motion to ignore the com- 
mittee's report and substitute the val- 
uation fixed by the supervisor of as- 
sessment, which was $79,054,361, was 
voted down by the overwhelming vote 
of 49 to S, but not before several mem- 
bers had openly charged discrimina- 
tion on the part of the committee.

Passing of the Indian. 


As recently as 
35 years 
ago the 


American people generally knew of 
Oklahoma only as a haunt of Indians 
and a hunting ground for big game. 
Early in the-elghties ' white settlers, 
who had overrun Kansas and the new 
middle west states, began to Investi- 
gate Oklahoma. They found the new- 
territory rich and appealed to ' the 
government for the opening of 'it to 
settlement. The government did not 
readily act upon 
the 
recmest, and 


many of these whites, becoming impa- 
tient, entered the reservation forcibly 
and set up their homes.. They were 
driven out, but 
repeatedly renewed 


their efforts, and many clashes with 
soldiers occurred. 


But these 
pioneers, 
Mien 
looked 


upon by the government as outlaws, 
finally persuaded 
congress 
to open 


Oklahoma to settlement. 
Hence; the 


names of these same "outlaws" have 
been Immortalized in Oklahoma his- 
tory. 
At the. time of the opening all of 


Oklahoma, except that portion taken 
from Texas in the Greer county bound- 
ary dispute and the narrow strip be- 
tween Kansas and Texas, extending 
to the Colorado and New Mexico lines, 
was included in the Indian Territory. 
Oklahoma territory, which was held 
by the government £or the use of tho 
Indians, but had never been assigned 
to any tribe, consequently consisted 
in those days of .only about 2,000,000 
acres. There occurred the fli-st great 
rush for homes, which brought" into 
existence Oklahoma City. From-time 
to time the-government .transferred 
other portions of land'from the Indian 
Territory to Oklahoma territory 'for 
settlement by whites, until, when tho 
Oklahoma-Indian Territory 
statehood 


bill passed, all that remained ot In- 
dian Territory were the reservations 
of the Choctaw, 
Chickasaw, 
Chero- 


kee, Creek, Seminole and Quapaw 
trl bes.

Many New Settlers. 


The Lake Superior region is to be 


the future apple country of Wiscon- 
sin according to a bulletin now being 
prepared for distribution by 
A. D. 


Campbell, commissioner of the state 
board of immigration. 
He declares 


that thousands of acres are being pur 
chased by leading apple men through 
out the country and that young or 
chards are being planted. After care 
ful investigation a number of fruit 
growers and nursery men from south 
ern Wisconsin, Iowa and other points 
have purchased tracts ot land in the 
Lake Superior comities for use in 
growing the large fruits, says the 
commissioners' advance sheets on the 
bulletin. 
"They say that all condi- 


tions mark that section as the great 
fruit country, because of its produc- 
tive soil and pure water." The bulletin 
contains the names and opinions ol 
some o£ tbe best horticulturists of the 
country,-wbo have become interested 
in that region. These pamphlets will 
be circulated in Iowa, New York and 
other counties where there is exten- 
sive raising of apples, in order to at- 
tract settlers'to the Lake Superior re- 
gion to assist in developing the apple 
raising industry.'

Big Lumber Cut. 


With reference to

tions there have been reports latterly 
that would lead the uninitiated to be- 
lieve hardly a stick of timber will be 
cut in the Lake Superior region this 
winter.

temporary retrenchment. 
There are 


scores of others who have been clam- 
oring for men. and who in the effort 
to imnply tholr needs have been com- 
pelled to import poor and unsatisfac- 
tory labor from the 
cities. 
The 


kernel of the situation is that the sup- 
ply of timber for lumber, railroad ties, 
and telephone poles; for paper manu- 
facture, for use as fuel, and for min- 
ing purposes is not as bountiful as it 
once was, and the demand upon Lake 
Superior's forests is persistent 
and 


widespread, it is-possible that prices 
will bp scaled down next year—they 
have been considered materially too 
high in some lines of forest products 
—but when the computation is made 
In the spring It will be found that the 
winter's cut of Umber will show no 
material dimnnition from that of the 
preceding season, when some logging 
jobbers did not operate at all becauso 
sufficient jabor was not to be had.

Shanghai, China.—Whoever gets a 


s(|iiaro look at tho real China knows 
that ho has seen tho theater and 
a*:tors of great events that aro immi- 
nent and impending. Tho Importance, 
tho 
far-reaching 
influence and the 


amazing rapidity of tho transforma- 
tion now taking place In this country 
will be learned with surprise ono day 
by tho big, uncaring world outside. In 
the meantime, It is tho oflice of the 
present investigator to 
show 
how 


•Christian missions have become in- 
wrought into uvcry phase of Chinese 
llfo. as a shaping Inlluencc. 


Xcxt to tho relation between edu- 


cation and missions must be men- 
tioned medical missions, that supremo 
proof of thu altruism of tho went with 
respect to the oast. 
Here again the 


magnitude of the material altogether 
precludes anything like a systematic 
presentation of tho subject, for medi- 
cal missions aro found In every part 
of China, from port cities to remote 
Interior towns, placing 
the 
healing 


arts of tho -west at tho service of tho 
suffering east, and thus winning tho 
confidence, respect and admiration of 
the natives. 


The Prlesteas' Severed Hand. 


An Interesting story of contrasts Is 


told In connection with

American Baptist hospital at Hanyang. 
Where the Imposing modern structure 
of gray stone now rises, outside tho 
city wall, thorp was formerly a little 
tomplo of mudlclno. attended by a lone 
priestoas.

Making Shoes Out of Bibles. 


In the lavish free distribution of all 


this literature. It Is inevitable that 
abuses arise; from several widely-sep- 
arated missionaries I have heard the 
complaint that portions of the Blbio 
are being used to make soles for Chi- 
nese shoos, since they can be pur- 
chased more cheaply than common pa- 
per. 
The donors to tho Biblo so- 


ciciies never Intended to help Chinese 
soles after this fashion. I am assured 
by the agent of tha American Bible 
society for China that, speaking only 
for his own society, this abuse has 
never been charged against any of his 
more than 100 colporteurs, who are 
nor. paid by commission, which is the 
root of the evil. Less than one per 
cent of the total annual circulation of 
more than halt a million copies Is .giv- 
en away; the cheapest New Testa- 
ments and gospel portions, on native 
paper, aro sold at one-third the cost 
of manufacture. Whatever evils exist 
in connection with tho distribution of 
tho Bible In China will probably, be 
corrected In connection with the forth- 
coming Robert Morrison centennial In 
Shanghai. 


Tho 
great 
gathering, convening 


April 25-May 5, which Is the event to 
which all missionary eyes are turned, 
promises to bo a memorable milestone 
in Missionary history- Committees of 
experts have been at

months preparing deliverances upon 
all tha big problems of Chinese mis- 
sions.

Everywhere I went in China I found

manifestly noblo work, and earning 
tho praise oE all classes'. 
A Christian Newspaper for China. 
Bctoro I had got as far south as 


Shanghai the conviction had forced It- 
selt upon me that one of the most 
potent agencies that could be employ- 
ed by tho missionaries, in the present 
state ot this nation's development, 
would bo a liberal dally newspaper, 
actually presenting lha whole world's 
news, and at tho same time main- 
taining a 'broadly

Christian attitude. There are men al- 
ready on the Held, with a mastery of

When I reached Shanghai,

Whatever may be tho future or the

£$ole nation is giving attention to 
*ading. The work ot the Christian 
Literature society has been vastly use- 
ful.

notably the famous Presbyterian Mis- 
sion Press, Shanghai, have been In- 
calculably Influential.

• An Instance o£ the way 
Christian 


literature Is being read by all classes 
is shown by the wide circulation of 
Httlleck's Almanac, of which this year 
more than 100,000 copies.were pur- 
chased by individual Chitiesf. It is 
nn. almanac somewhat after the fash- 
ion of Franklin's "Poor Richard's Al- 
manac." although. avowedly used for 
purposes ot Christian propaganda. I 
watched a missionary selling these in 
an inland city, and his supply—so 
large that It took both himself: and an 


China, owned outright by the United 


a monumental undertaking, will offer 
the fruits of. their labors. These ver- 
sions will bo High Wenll, Easy Wenli 
and Mandarin, and they should bring 
to a consummation a hundred years of 
Bible translation in China. 


The Biggest Blunder of Missions. 
This Shanghai conference will give 


a decided impetus to the union of all 
missionary work. 
The biggest blun- 


der of tho missionary movement has 
been perpetuation ot foreign denomi- 
national 'lines on the mission field. As 
tbo 
"Shanghai 
Mercury" 
recently 


said. In an editorial upon "Chinese 
Christianity:" 
"It it depended upon 


the Chinese iote, the Christians would 
all unite together In -one 
National 


Chinese church, without any of the 
'isms' of theXwest, which ought not 
to be Imposed on them and which 
mayhap they will one day cast oft." 


A rather careful 
inquiry 
among 


leading native 
Christians 
reveals a 


definite tendency toward the assertion 
oc Chinese'nationalism in the native 
churches. This nowhere assumes the 
proportions or the animus so marked 
in Japan, but the "independence move- 
ment" is a real factor in the Chinese 
missionary situation. 
The 
foreign 


workers seem well aware of It and 
hospitable toward it, since the mis- 
sionary is not wholly successful until 
he has made himself unnecessary. 
The number ot self-supporting Chi- 
nese churches is quite considerable, 
and a few are self-governing. 
They 


are undoubtedly more in favor with 
the people generally 
than 
foreign-, 


manned 
and. 
foreign-maintained 


churches. 
So . earnest are many na- 


tive Christians In this direction that 
they have organized a missionary so- 
ciety of their own, to open .Christian 
work in hitherto untouched Chineue 
villages. 
' ' - . - • 


While on the subject of!.union and 


-comity, frank criticism must be made, 
of some ot the smaller" and rather 
"peculiar"- American 
sects; which, 


like many -Independent ,missionaries, 
plant their ' enterprises . under ' the 
shadow ol long established mission's 
and steal away tno. converts of the 
latter. This sort of proselyting.is not 
uncommon on the mission, field ..on 
the part of these, smaller'bodies, al- 
though by-all standards'It is :dlshon- 
orable. 
Givers .to. foreign missions 


should assure themselves that' the. 
work they support is not of, this sort. 
There is small excuse for these .new 
undertakings going to.-, port ." cities, 
when there'are: thousands.of Interior 
cities and towns where not !a. single, 
missionary has. ever gone. 


Big Feet.-Becoming Fashionable. 
The disproportion In ...which '.many 


matters Chinese have been, viewed :in 
the Occident Is Illustrated.by the foot- 
binding ^practice. Westerners 
have 


been led . to believe that.. -this; ,;has; 
meant" constant agony"'-and .hardship 
for the Chinese women.-and girls, .and.: 
the subject,-has been a',.stbcfc;Vargu- 
ment .-in arousing : sympathy-.for - the 
poor Chinese. One Is therefore un 
prepared to find these ' lily footed 
women such a merry, livel* lot, as 
they toddle about on the points of 


their distorted feet. In answer to a 
remark upon this, 
an 
experienced 


missionary said, "There Is no doubt 
that the suffering Incident to fo.ot- 
binding has been greatly exaggerated." 
If China had no worse evil than this 
one she would, have small need for 
missionaries. 


Not that the foot-binding is other 


than a bad practice; It is needless, 
stupid, hurtful and probably worse 
than the tight lacing o£ the white 
woman. Progressive Chinese and .mis- 
sionaries havo all united to break up 
tho custom. The 
girls'of 
mission 


schools are always required to un- 
bind their feet; the chief reason why 
older Christian women do not always 
do so Is because the pain suffered 
from unbinding would be greater than 
the inconvenience of tho small feet. 
Peasant women are usually big-foot- 
ed; so also is the empress dowager 
and all other Manchu women. 
The 


Manchus never, followed the practice 
of binding feet. 


So substantial has been the prog- 


ress made in this reform that the 
Anti-foot Binding Society, vigorously 
led by Mrs. A. Little, and served by 
many 'European ladles, recently closed 
out its affairs, after ten years of ac- 
tive campaigning. 
The fight for big 


feet is now so far won that its further 
prosecution is left to the Chinese 
themselves. ' 


Waging War on Opium. 


Everybody 
knows 
that 
Chinese 


smoke opium; strangers to this land 
do not realize to what an extent it has 
permeated the national fabric, so that 
It 
has 
debilitated 
the 
physical 


strength of China and sapped 
the 


moral fiber of its countless victims. 
To an even greater extent than strong 
drink, opium unfits Its user for use- 
fulness. 
For years the missionaries 


have hammered away at this seeming- 
ly hopeless subject. Rev. Dr. H. C. 
DuBose, ot Soochow, being the moot 
tireless and dauntless opponent 
of 


opium In the empire. 


At last tho lethargic nation 
has 


been stirred. 
The 
Chinese 
them- 


selves have become concerned at the 
spectacle ot their public men made 
Ineflicient by opium, and their newly 
educated youth rendered powerless by 
the drug. In an Inspection of 
tho 


great opium smoking resorts in Shang- 
hai, (there are 21,000 In that city 
alone) I was impressed by the fact 
that it was the young, tho prosperous 
and the educated who furnished the 
patronage; the old. the 
poor, 
the 


wrecked were smoking in miserable 
hovels in obscure streets where a few 
cash would suffice to 
satisfy 
their 


cravings. 


Now China- is treating with Eng- 


land to secure a cessation ot the Im- 
portation of the drug into the empire; 
and England, moved 
by. a 
militant 


sentiment at home against this dis- 
graceful situation, is lending a listen- 
ing ear to China's plea. For its own 
people the Chinese government has 
issued 
an 
astonishing 
anti-opium 


edict, which Is already being put into 
effect. 
The edict declares "it rouses 


our deep indignation even to speak 
of the matter. 
The court is now 


ardently determined to make China 
powerful, and it is incumbent on us to 
urge the people on to reformation In 
this respect, that they may realize tbo 
evil, pluck this deep-seated 
cancer, 


and follow the ways of health and 
harmony. 


"We therefore decree that within 


the limit of ten years, this harmful 
•foreign muck' be fully and entirely 
cleansed away, and we command tha 
council of state affairs to 
consider 


means for the strict prohibition both; 
of opium smoking and of poppy-grow- 
ing, in China itself and report-thelf 
deliberations to us for approval." 


In all this progress the missionarlei 


have borne a foremost, though often 
unrecognized part. 
So, '-oo. In elee-' 


mosynary Institutions 
tfte' missions 


have pioneered the way for the new. 
China to care for its own.' In Canton 
alone one may see a school for blind 
girls, an asylum for tile insane, a 
home for the untainted 
children ol 


lepers, an orphan asyluia and school 
for children of various.aees'and condi- 
tions. 


It" is fair to say that the missionary 


is. a .school-master of civilization to 
the Chinese.

At Portage 
la Prairie, Manitoba, from a quarter 
section all in crop, Alex. McKlnnon of

bushels No. 1 Northern. I. J. Grant 
had 190 acres, yielding G.OOO bushels 
of the same grade.
